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An Internal Problem 

HE northern racing season comes to a close 

this week, and the scene shifts southward. 
In the between-seasons lull there should be some 
quiet contemplation of what the closing season 
has brought, and of what the opening season 
may bring. These are important days for the 
American Turf. The sport is gaining in size and 
momentum. It is having the most widespread 
success in its history. It is attracting new peo- 


ple, new money, new supporters. The market 
for bloodstock is quite strong. Money distribu- 
tion to owners is on the increase. Everything 


is rosy. 

It takes a strong character to withstand ad- 
versity. It takes an even stronger one to bear 
up steadily under the warping influences of pros- 
perity. So the sport of racing, and those who 
have some influence in shaping its course, have 
the obligation upon them to analyze the evolu- 
tionary currents in which they are now moving 
and to guide the sport intelligently, rather than 
to let it drift with every senseless eddy of ex- 
pediency. 

The plain truth of the matter is that racing 
in the United States has come into its fortune 
before it has come of age. So little advancement 
toward maturity has it made that it is confused 
in the presence of such problems as doping, 
starting, claiming, apprentice jockeys, and hand- 
books. If these problems were settled, then the 
sport would be better qualified to expand into 
new territory and lay claim to the resources of 
new devotees. As it is, the existing difficulties 
are magnified by each expansion and by each new 
track which enters the competitive arena. For 
with every addition to the mass of the sport, 
it becomes more unwieldy, less subject to intel- 
ligent direction, more certain to drift with the 
currents of expediency to the rapids of legislative 
restriction. 

But there is one problem which is a peculiarly 
an internal affair, which concerns racing only, 
and which is just now crying for solution as 
loudly as any of the more publicized difficulties 
which beset the sport. That is the failure to 
provide adequate opportunities for horses of the 
middle classes—the horses not good enough to 


win stakes, but too good for claiming races. 

The main difficulty about the problem is that 
no one will accept the blame or attempt the cor- 
rection. The horseman is embittered when he 
trains a middle-class horse for a scheduled mid- 
dle-class race, then finds the race declared off 
and a claiming event put in its place. The rac- 
ing secretary and the management of the track 
are bitter because they have scheduled a middle- 
class race, but find the horsemen are not willing 
to cooperate to the extent of making a big field 
—and they must have big fields. So the race that 
might have been won by a $10,000 horse is de- 
clared off, and the substitute is won by a $2,000 
plater. The $10,000 horse, thus deprived of his 
earning power, recedes in value. 


The effect of this vicious circle is to upset the 
natural distribution of horses according to abil- 
ity and to bring about a general leveling of price 

-with the lower classes always determining the 
level. Adversely affected are the breeders who 
sell to the open market, the sportsmen who pre- 
fer to develop and race good horses, the public 
which pays the bill and deserves better sport 
than it gets. 

It is a troublesome tangle, and will need pa- 
tient unraveling. The solutions attempted to 
date have been, bluntly, failures. No American 
track has heen brave enough to grade the value 
of its races according to the class of the horses. 
At the first Detroit meeting this year, a deter- 
mined attempt was made, by means of graded 
handicaps, to cut available horses into proper 
divisions, and better sport was the result, but 
even Detroit did not attempt to adjust purse 
values to the class of contenders. A new claim- 
ing rule was tried this year. It had a small 
measure of success, and would have had more 
if the sport had enough unity to support a 
constructive measure. But the trouble is still 
there. It is still keeping bloodstock from bring- 
ing the prices it should bring, is still holding 
the American Turf to a claiming race standard. 

We must not assume that, because the prob- 
lem is still unsolved, the evil is permanent. We 
must yet contrive to take away from the lower 
class of horses, and from their owners, the con- 
trol they now exercise.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


N a second-hand bookshop in London a few 

years ago I picked up a book by a favorite 
author, Sir H. Rider Haggard, entitled “A 
Farmer’s Year’, for a few pence. I discovered 
it to be a more or less complete record of the 
author’s farming activities on his Norfolk es- 
tates for a whole year, written as_ events 
transpired and in the form of a diary contain- 
ing his reactions to the various phases of farm- 
ing. It occurred to me, on running across this 
old book a few days ago, that readers of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE who are not familiar with opera- 
tions on a Jarge stud farm might be interested 
in something of a similar nature describing, as 
they take place throughout the year, the differ- 
ent operations which make up the studmaster’s 
calendar, without, however, attempting to pre- 
scribe the procedure which any other farm 
should follow. 

The stud whereof this is written is a large 
one, with close on 50 mares. It has a couple 
of home sires and patronizes some of the bet- 
ter ones away. In times past it has turned out 
its share of winners. I propose to call this 
farm, for want of a better name, Sleepy Hollow 
Stud, and if there be a farm of that name any- 
where, I crave its indulgence. At the farm now 
there are thirty-odd weanlings, a score of year- 
lings which are in training, though no attempt 
has yet been made to try them. The personnel 
of the farm is divided between white foremen 
and colored grooms, and an atmosphere of har- 
mony prevails throughout the organization as 
this diary starts on Monday, 

NOVEMBER 18. It has been raining hard and 
snowing a bit for two days and the men have 
got in all the mares that are in foal. With the 
open fall and small stacks of cow peas to run to, 
the mares have fared well running out up to 
now, are in fine shape for the winter. They 
are housed now, those to foal first nearest to 
the home farm, while the later ones are at the 
“upper farm.’ The barren mares, some maiden 
fillies, and some saddle horses which will be 
unused until spring are running out in a big 
open shed. There is a wide hay rack down the 
middle of the shed, which is open to the south, 
and a feed box below it, and here we feed the 
barren mares their corn daily in the bad weather. 
The hay rack is kept full all the time, and plenty 
of salt is there, too. It is curious that mares 
running like this, in a state of nature, seem to 
get in foal with less trouble than do barren 
mares kept inside. 

NOVEMBER 20. Cold, clear weather followed 
the rains, and yesterday I went to the upper 
farm to have a good look at the yearling fillies 
there. They were wormed a couple of weeks 
ago, and though they were a bit dopey for a 
couple of days, it was a very successful opera- 
tion and I found them greatly improved in con- 
dition. On this occasion the little ones were 
fasted for a day, put in bare-floored box stalls, 
ana given 24 c. c. of carbon tetrachloride, fol- 
lowed by five ounces of Glauber salts solution. 
It was astonishing to see the number of re- 
sulting worms. The boys marked each stall as 
worms were found and it was surprising to find 
that some of the weanlings that looked best 
had most worms. 

The arrival of the breeding papers and notice 
of the stallion advertisements therein brings to

mind that we are tardy with our advertising. 
How often does one hear people ask about some 
horse and no one seems to know its where- 
abouts. An advertised stallion is in the mind’s 
eye of people who own mares. 

NOVEMBER 21. As the farm track has dried 
out a bit, the yearlings were permitted to gallop 
along sharply today. After so much restraint 
they were full of vigor, and it was good to see 
them go, four abreast or two at a time, just 
as their trainer required. The big, lazy colts 
are shaping up. The erstwhile big middles are 
disappearing and the backs are getting rounded 
up as they should be. As a rule the fillies keep 
trimmer and in nicer finish. The yearlings will 
have a few more breezes but nothing in the 
shape of a real question will be asked them, as 
their trainer is of the school which prefers to 
leave it in a yearling than take everything out 
of him at that time. The shadow of the veterin- 
arian’s knife is already visible, for this is the 
time when it must be decided which of the colts 
to leave entire and which to castrate, questions 
fraught with some danger, for one never knows 
what the future holds in store for these young- 
sters. There is a school of thought, mostly 
abroad, which advocates use of the knife when 
the organs are first dropped, when the foals are 
very young. I have had no experience of this 
operation so young, but am assured that it is 
less of a shock than if performed later.

Mutuels 


ENATOR James J. Crawford (Brooklyn 

Democrat) is inclined to hilarity at the sug- 
gestion that the New Republican Assembly in 
New York, said to favor mutuels, will ever 
achieve any such purpose. He asserts that the 
only way the present Legislature can send the 
amendment to the people for a vote is through 
a special session this year. Mutuels, he ventures, 
aren’t sufficiently productive to the State to 
warrant a special session. Only a reapportion- 
ment program is likely to produce such a con- 
vention. And this is an exceedingly remote pos- 
sibility. Senator Crawford further predicts that 
the United States Legislature, which killed a 
Benning mutuel bill, will soon institute an in- 
vestigation of the effect of mutuels on business 
in communities where they are employed. He 
declares that racing can thrive and endure un- 
der the New York system far beyond the life of 
the mutuel tracks, pointing out that Agawam 
Park failed, Suffolk Downs was not the success 
many believed it would be, and Coney Island is 
broke. 

“Mutuels encourage the small bettor and when 
housewives and men start losing money they 
need for other and far more important things, 
it can lead to nothing but trouble for racing 
through a vote, sooner or later,’’ Senator Craw- 
ford said. Walter O'Hara, incidentally, holds 
an option on Benning. Meanwhile, over in New 
Jersey, where they are in the embarassing posi- 
tion of having had a racing commission for three 
years with no racing for it to govern, mass 
meetings are being called. Legislators favoring 
the iron men are speaking and securing signa- 
tures for a petition to Governor Hoffman that 
he call a special session this year so that the 
necessary eleven Senate votes promised may be 
recorded and the mutuel amendment can go to 
the people. The Governor is sympathetic, but 
wants a better excuse for a special session.

He 
won the longest race for which he started within 
a fraction of the course record with Grand Slam, 
Hollyrood, Snark and Jean Bart behind him, 
leading all the way. His record is better than 
that of any champion in the division since Top 
Flight, 1931. He won six out of nine, Chance 
Sun won but three of thirteen, Singing Wood 
three of nine and Ladysman five out of nine. 
James Fitzsimmons, developer of our good stay- 
ers in recent years, remarks, “Give me the colt 
with that speed every time. If he’s bred right, 
and sound, he will go on.” Tintagel has the 
speed and is bred right. He is expected to re- 
turn perfectly sound. Brevity, which this de- 
partment rates second to Tintagel, isn’t given 
as good a chance to go on, because he has more 
the cut of a sprinter and is by a speed sire, 
*Sickle. Then, too, Snark conceded Brevity five 
pounds and was beaten just a short neck in a 
ding-dong finish. Tintagel took levels with 
Snark and cooked him to a turn in a sixteenth.

INTER racing is fast approaching the 

point when it will take Einstein himself to 
discern, from a perusal of the entries, whether 
he is studying fields at Saratoga or Santa Anita, 
Belmont or Hialeah. Two of the three 1935 
champions, Discovery and Tintagel, are slated 
for winter racing. The success during the 
major season of Black Helen, Roman Soldier, 
Snark, Seabiscuit, Top Row, Head Play, and 
others too numerous to mention has caused many 
horsemen to change their attitude toward racing 
top horses in the cold season. The records say 
that only one colt since 1914, which is as far 
back as Old Rosebud’s memory runs, has come 
away from the winter races to win a Kentucky 
Derby, however. This was Black Gold, 1924. 
Roman Soldier was second this year. Naishapur, 
another winter-raced colt, was second to Clyde 
Van Dusen in 1929, and Bagenbaggage to Bub- 
bling Over in 1936. Which doesn’t mean a thing, 
under the present set-up.

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TEXAS 


HOUSTON OPENS 

ACING at Arlington Downs ended November 
R 20, with an additional day of racing con- 
ducted on November 21 by the Rogers Memorial 
Association. Miserable weather through all but 
the closing week of the 21-day meeting caused 
the pari-mutuel handle to fall somewhat below 
that of the 1934 fall meeting, but the dsily av- 
erage was $137,612. Paid admissions averaged 
4,328 daily, so that the venture was apparently 
a profitable one, though the margin was prob- 
ably slight. The final program, conducted under 
bright skies, brought out about 8000. All rev- 
enue from admissions, sale of programs, and the 
track’s share of the wagering, went to the 
Rogers Memorial Fund. The feature, the Will 
Rovers Memorial Handicap, was won by Black- 
birder, a 3-year-old owned by former Jockey 
Charles Hainsworth. A secondary feature 
was the Wiley Post Purse, won by W. E. 
Ball’s Polly Dear. No claiming races were of- 
fered on the day’s program, the other six events 
being allowance races. 

After a day’s interval, racing in Texas began 
again November 23 at Epsom Downs, at Hous- 
ton, where a 21-day program opened. Despite 
a chilling north wind, the opening day attend- 
ance was one of the largest in the track’s history. 
Favorite players had four successive winners in 
the first four races, then fell off on the stakes 
feature, which was the thirteenth defeat for the 
favorite in the 16 stakes run in Texas this fall. 
Second choices won this race and the two suc- 
ceeding ones, and a favorite scored again in the 
eighth and last race. 


NEW SCHEDULE PLANNED 

Richard B. George, head of the Dallas Fair 
Park, which together with Arlington Downs, 
draws its support from Dallas, Fort Worth, and 
vicinity, has suggested a plan by which the 
Arlington Park track would hold a long spring 
meeting in 1936, and would forego the regular 
fall dates. This would give Dallas Fair Park, 
which would omit its spring meeting, an oppor- 
tunity for a single long meeting in connection 
with the Texas Central Centennial Exposition, 
which opens in Dallas in June. Arlington Downs 
officials are considering the offer, but have an- 
nounced no decision. 


ARIEL CROSS SURPRISES 

After 11 consecutive favorites had been raced 
into defeat in stakes at Texas tracks this fall, 
the Three D’s entry and A. A. Baroni’s Top Row 
altered the pattern by winning popular victories 
in the Texas Futurity and Waggoner Memorial 
Handicaps during the week which ended No- 
vember 16. On November 20, the concluding 
day of the Arlington Downs meeting, the upsets 
began again, when H. C. Hatch’s Ariel Cross 
(3-y-0. 10615) came from behind to win the 
Fort Worth Fall Handicap (5,000 added, all ages, 
1 1-16 miles). In the stretch it seemed that at 
least the second-choice Riskulus (114), coupled 
with Toro Flight (3-y-o0, 101) as the Norman W. 
Church entry, would be the winner, as the Stim- 
ulus colt wrested the lead from the pace-making 
Advising Anna (106), and led by a half-length 
at the eighth-pole. However, S. Young’s drive 
on Ariel Cross, which had been coming forward 
steadily after running in fifth position through 
most of the route, brought the Ariel gelding to 
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the judges a head in front. Five lengths behind 
the leaders Lone Star Stable’s Rip Van Winkle 
(103) took third place, a half-length in front 
of F. A. Griffith’s Sarada (110). The others 
were Advising Anna, Our Count (1138), West 
Main (108), Toro Flight, Prince Torch (110), 
Bold Lover (110), Indian Salute (95), Black- 
birder (3-y-o, 105), and Ebony Lady (107). 
Time, :2245, :4535, 1:1025, 1:36, 1:43, track 
fast. Stakes division, $4,730, $1,000, $500, $250.

FIELD HORSES ONE-TWO 

An odds-on favorite went down in the Speed 
Handicap ($2,000 added, all ages, six furlongs) 
at Epsom Downs November 23. as the two horses 
coupled in the pari-mutuel field raced to the 
finish one-two, far ahead of the rest of the field. 
The favorite was the Corsicana Stable and W. C. 
Stroube entry of Polish Beau (3-y-o, 115) and 
Croon (100). For the first half-mile the entry 
was first and second. Third and fourth, at this 
stage, were Mrs. R. Pollard’s Fickle Chance 
(102) and Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Sound Advice 
(3-y-o, 109). First Fickle Chance caught the 
entry ond went into the lead, then Charley Par- 
vin’s drive on Sound Advice sent the Wise Coun- 
sellor colt to the front. Sound Advice drew 
away, won by two lengths, with Fickle Chance 
second, three lengths in front of Mrs. E. Mc- 
Cuan’s The Darb (108), which had raced well 
up from the start. F. H. Carpenter’s Gold Stan- 
dard (3-y-0, 9915) was fourth, another length 
back, and was followed, in order, by Chanceview 
(3-y-o, 100), Croon, Our Count (117), Morning 
Mail (3-y-0, 95), Whizzaway (3-y-o, 107) and 
Polish Beau.

DEATH OF INDIAN RUNNER 


A freak accident caused the death of Indian 
Runner, G. E. Ogle’s gcod handicap gelding, near 
Bowie, Texas, November 24. Indian Runner, 
which had doubles in the Arlington Inaugural 
and Stars and Stripes Handicaps among his suc- 
cesses, was being transferred in an open van 
from Arlington Downs to the Ogle Farm, near 
Warwick, Okla. Just as the van went through 
an underpass, Indian Runner threw up his head, 
striking the lower support of the bridge and 
crushing his skull. Two other horses in the van 
were not injured. Indian Runner was a son of 
*Dis Denc—Indian Maiden, by Whisk Broom II. 
Failing to race to earlier form this year, he had 
recently been fired and was being sent to the 
farm for a long rest. 


EDNA H. DESTROYED 


C. R. Haby’s Edna H., 3-year-old filly which 
captured four successive races in Texas this fall, 
including the Fair Park Handicap at Dallas, was 
humanely destroyed at Arlington Downs Novem- 
ber 20, on account of injuries suffered when 
racing, in second position, in the Armistice Day 
Handicap at Arlington Downs. It was at first 
hoped that she could be saved for breeding 
purposes. 


MARYLAND 


BOWIE IN CLOSING WEEK 


HE present week, the last of the Bowie meet- 

ing, brings racing at other than winter 
tracks to an end for the 1935 season. For the 
closing week, three stakes are scheduled at the 
Maryland track. On Thanksgiving Day, Novem- 
ber 28, the Thanksgiving Handicap and the 
Marlboro Claiming Stakes will be decided, and 
the feature on the closing Saturday, November 
30, will be the Bryan and O’Hara Memorial 
Handicap, with $5,000 added. The Thanksgiving 
Handicap may draw Vicaress, Thursday, Only 
One, Commonwealth, Good Harvest, and Roust- 
about. 


A slow beginning at Bowie was followed by 
increased support, and Thanksgiving Day and 
the final Saturday should insure a fairly success- 
ful meeting for the operators. At the end of the 
racing of November 22, the pari-mutuel turnover 
was averaging $226,365 daily, and on Saturday, 
November 23, a fairly sparse crowd of 7,500 
wagered $336,661, raising the average to $240,152. 
Reports from the track on November 22 said 
that attendance was running slightly higher 
than at the fall meeting of 1934, with betting 
about $6,000 under the previous year’s figure. 

The feature on November 23 was the Endur- 
ance Handicap, victory in which, last year, made 
Commonwealth one of the favorites for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. This year’s winner was C. V. 
Whitney's Bright Plumage. <A _ secondary at- 
traction, the Thomas K. Lynch Memorial Handi- 
cap, was won by Alfred Vanderbilt’s Purple 
Knight, which led from flag to finish, winning 
by two lengths. The A. C. Compton silks scored 
a double during the day, Church Call taking the 
second, Manager Bill the seventh, event. 
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BRIGHT PLUMAGE GOES WELL 


The final important race for 2-year-olds in the 
eastern section was the Endurance Handicap 
($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, one mile and 70 
yards), run at Bowie November 23, and attract- 
ing a field of 10. The choice in the betting was 
C. V. Whitney's entry of Piccolo (111) and 
Bright Plumage (115). Piccolo, a winner of 
two stakes previously, trailed throughout and 
beat but one horse at the finish, but Bright 
Plumage, driving up from behind approaching 
the stretch, carried the Whitney silks to a one 
and one-half length triumph. The pacemaker for 
six furlongs was My Colin (110), with Shandon 
Farm Stable’s Bright Light (112) at his heels. 
Bright Plumage, which had been away first, had 
been permitted to run just within striking dis- 
tance of the leaders, and as the field approached 
the stretch Jockey Alfred Robertson sent the 
Macaw colt past My Colin on the inside. At the 
eighth-pole he was leading by three lengths. My 
Colin tired and fell away, but Bright Light ran 
gamely at the new leader, and Robertson was 
compelled to shake his mount up near the fin- 
ish. Charging from far back came A. W. Ab- 
kott’s Nightcap (102), a son of Nocturnal. He 
was going fastest of all at the finish and lacked 
only a nose of catching Bright Light for sec- 
ond place. Fourth, a half-length farther back, 
was Mrs. Thomas H. Somerville’s Transporter 
(108). The others in the order of finish were 
Wha Hae (108), Polly Reigh (105), Captain 
Jinks (105), My Colin, Piccolo, and Lemont 
(110). Time, :24%, :49, 1:14%, 1:41%, 1:47, 
track fast. Stakes division, $2,800, $500, $250, 
$125.

Bright Plumage, which in his earlier stakes 
efforts had not lived up to his workout promises, 
has started 13 times, won four races, finished 
second twice. and has earned $6,800. He is a 
brother to High Glee (Troy Claiming Stakes, 
Saratoga, Matron Stakes, Blackstone Valley, 
Green Mountain Handicaps, and Christmas 
Stakes). Beaming won at two, and also pro- 
duced Darkling (19 wins) and Chortle (eight 
wins). Masda won at two, three, and four, in- 
cluding Leviathan Highweight, White Plains 
Highweight Handicaps, and also produced Bril- 
liant ($28,795 and sire), Dazzler (Nassau 
Stakes, Aqueduct Handicap), and the winners 
Incandescent and The Tartar. She is sister to 
Man o’ War ($249,465 and a leading sire) and 
My Play (Jockey Club Gold Cup, Aqueduct 
Handicap and sire). Mahubah won, and also 
produced the winner Playfellow and the pro- 
ducer Mirabelle. She was sister to the English 
stakes winner and sire Sand Mole. 

TWO JOCKEYS HURT 

Willie Horn and Joe Renick were slightly in- 
jured at Bowie November 23, in a spill at the 
three-eighths pole. Miss Monoa, ridden by Horn, 
fell, wedged between horses. Renick, on Motley, 
apparently did not see the spill, and his mount 
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fell over Miss Monoa. Quickly, ridden, by Joe 
Wagner, stumbled in the tangle, went to her 
knees, but Wagner, thrown from the saddle and 
holding only to his mount’s mane, managed to 
regain the saddle and complete the course. 


WESTON DISQUALIFIED 

Braedalbane Stable’s Weston, for bearing out 
in the stretch and interfering with Mrs. T. E. 
Proctor II’s Chatmoss, was disqualified after 
finishing second in the fourth race at Bowie No- 
vember 21, and Jockey Wayne D. Wright, rider 
of Weston, was suspended for the rest of the 
meeting. 


NEW YORK 


BELMONT SHOWS INCREASE 


HE tale of success which has been carried on 

through seven New York meetings this sea- 
son was continued at Belmont Park, as shown 
by figures recently submitted to the New York 
State Racing Commission. At the spring meet- 
ing at Belmont Park, when receipts showed a 
slight drop from those of 1934, attendance was 
increased. At the fall meeting the attendance 
was off slightly from that of last year, but total 
receipts were greater. Purse distribution to 
horsemen was also lighter, by about $10,000, but 
this was largely caused, track officials said, by 
the fact that in the most difficult of the de- 
pression years, before the enactment of the open 
betting law, fewer nominations were made to 
New York stakes, and purses of stakes were con- 
siderably affected. The Futurity, for example, 
to which $25,000 was added by the Westchester 
Racing Association in both of the last two years, 
was worth $77,930 to Chance Sun in 1934, while 
Tintagel received but $67,620 for his triumph in 
the same event this year. A comparison of the 
fall meetings of both years:

With only the last meeting at Empire uncon- 
sidered, the present year shows considerable in- 
creases over 1934 figures in all departments. 
Attendance has grown from 929,536 to 1,036,697. 
Gross receipts are up from $2,636,372.50 to 
$2,695,029; purse distribution has risen from 
$1,281,750 to $1,352,455; and the tax paid to the 
State is $312,305.61, as compared to $265,102.74 
in 1934. Each year takes into account 151 days 
of racing. 


NEGATIVE AT ARLINGTON 


T the end of the 21-day Arlington Downs 

meeting, which closed November 20, Racing 
Director Joseph A. Murphy said that all saliva 
tests taken during the meeting had shown nega- 
tive results. Commissioner H. J. Anslinger re- 
ported to the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners the arrest, on November 9, at 
Arlington Downs of one Mack Bruce, a negro, 
for the selling of heroin. Federal narcotic agents, 
who were in charge of the grounds, reported 
that with the exception of this case the meeting 
was free from narcotic peddling of any sort. 
Officials pointed out also that in 21 days of 
racing, no claim of foul was lodged with the 
stewards. 


THE COVER PICTURE 


HE illustration on the front cover of this 

week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE was made 
from a painting done by Howard Everett Smith 
on commission of Mrs. Thomas H. Somerville. 
The central figure is Mrs. Somerville’s splendid 
jumper Battleship, ridden by the accomplished 
amateur, Carroll K. Bassett, on his way to the 
post for the 1934 running of the Grand National 
Steeplechase which he won at Belmont Park. 
Immediately ahead of him is the disappearing 
figure of *Canandaigua, ridden by Rigan Mc- 
Kinney. In the background is the veteran Arc 
Light, whose rider, A. Bauman, wears the vertical 
red and white stripes of Joseph E. Widener. 
The painting, an unusual one in that it places 
the portrait of a horse against the background 
of a racing scene, is characteristic of the work 
of Mr. Smith in that it catches so strikingly the 
life and action of the moment. 

Battleship, one of the great hunters of the 
present time, is an 8-year-old entire horse, by 
Man o’ War out of *Quarantaine, by Sea Sick, 
second dam Queenie, by War Dance. Bred at 
the Mereworth Stud, Lexington, he was a stakes 
winner (Great Lakes Handicap, 1931) on the 
flat before being put to jumping. In 1933, un- 
der the ownership of Mrs. Somerville, he gained 
prominence at the hunt meetings of the East, 
and last year won the Grand National at -Bel- 
mont Park. He has won $29,275 on recognized 
race tracks as well as numerous important races 
at hunt meetings. 

Mr. Smith, who has gained much favorable 
mention since he turned his attention to horse 
portraiture a few years ago, has taken a house 
in Lexington for the winter, and expects to do 
some work on the horse farms of the Blue 
Grass section. The picture on the cover this 
week is reproduced with his permission. A _ pro- 
fessional portrait painter for years, he has turned 
his attention in recent years to polo, racing, and 
other sports involving the horse. He has an un- 
usual facility in translating to canvas the in- 
dividuality of each of his equine subjects. 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK FULL 

TABLING accommodation at Tropical Park 

has been exhausted, Superintendent Henry 
Collins has announced. About 130 horses are in 
light training at the track now, he said, and 
stalls have been assigned to the limit of the 
capacity. According to an estimate made at 
Narragansett Park at the close of the meeting 
there, about 40 per cent of the horses which 
raced there planned to move to Florida, either 
to race at the Tropical Park meeting, which 
opens December 16, or at Hialeah Park, where 
racing begins January 16. Brokers Tip, winner 
of the 1933 Kentucky Derby, heads the 10 which 
Col. E. R. Bradley is sending south to join 10 
others already under Trainer William Hurley at 
Hialeah Park. A _ division of the Greentree 
Stable which will race in Florida includes Sailor 
Beware, Cheshire, and 12 others. Nineteen 
head, representing Warren Wright’s Calumet 
Farm, were shipped from Lexington last Sat- 
urday, with Trainer Frank Kearns in charge.

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CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS 


\AJHEN Manager William P. Kyne predicted, 

just before the opening of the current 21- 
day meeting at Bay Meadows, that the pari- 
mutuel turnover would average $107,000 daily, 
he was apparently taking into consideration the 
fact that weather conditions about San Fran- 
cisco are hardly to be relied on at this season. 
The first four days of the meeting indicated 
that with a fair break in the weather, the San 
Mateo oval would run far above the prediction, 


for with only indifferent cards to attract patrons, 


the first four days showed a pari-mutuel play 
of $510,217, an average of $127,554 daily. With 
the football season almost at an end, and with 
better horses in prospect for the latter part of 
the meeting, the average is more likely to im- 
prove than to drop. The inaugural meeting at 
Bay Meadows, held last fall, had an average 
daily pari-mutuel turnover of $102,102, and was 
considered a very successful one; hence the cur- 
rent venture seems to indicate that a consider- 
able profit will be realized. 

Most of the horses are still those which have 
been racing on the Coast, through the summer, 
but there is a larger and larger sprinkling, es- 
pecially in the better races, of horses which 
have arrived from the East. The horses of Mrs. 
A. M. Creech, which had been racing at Narra- 
gansett Park, are now at Bay Meadows, as is 
the string of Mrs. R. B. Fairbanks, which has 
been racing at Chicago. Other eastern horses 
will go into action as the meeting progresses. 


HORSES FOR SANTA ANITA 


Prospects for horses at Santa Anita Park, 
where the second meeting of the track’s history 
opens on Christmas Day, appear at least as 
bright as those of last year, according to lists 
of reservations sent out by the track, and notes 
of shipments from the east to the California 
oval. A list of 520 horses, owned by 39 interests, 
all of whom have possible candidates for the 
$100,000 handicap, was released from the track 
last week. Discovery, Good Gamble, and Gal- 
lant Mac head the 15 which Alfred Vanderbilt 
is sending. Greentree Stable is shipping 13, with 
First Minstrel, *Soon Over, Peradventure, and 
Rose Cross among them. Vicar heads the A. C. 
Compton string of 24, and Top Row and Ann 
O’Ruley lead the 19 which A. A. Baroni is tak- 
ing out. Brookmeade Stable is sending 15, with 
Cavalcade and Psychic Bid among’ them. 
*Flamenco tops the 10 which Carlton Palmer and 
T. W. Durant are shipping; and Ted Clark, which 
led the field to the quarter-pole in the rich race 
last year, is going with eight others to race for 
C. N. Mooney. Other owners who will be rep- 
resented by large strings include Phil T. Chinn, 
F. A. Carreaud, Mrs. B. A. Creech, Milky Way 
Farms Stable, Mrs. Silas B. Mason, H. C. Hatch, 
and Norman W. Church. A report from England 
says that Danny Gough, formerly manager of

LINDEN TREE LASTS 

History more or less repeated itself at Bay 
Meadows this year, with the San Mateo Handi- 
cap ($2,000 added, all ages, six furlongs), on 
November 28, as a good example.

backed the invading eastern horses, watched the 
Coast star, Bonny Grafton, gallop in at long 
odds. This year, in the first stakes of the meet- 
ing, there were not enough eastern horses for 
the mistake to be repeated, but in the San Mateo 
Handicap race-goers busied themselves backing 
the eastern Our Mae (3-y-o, 110), owned by 
Mrs. A. M. Creech, and Hastinola (3-y-o0, 107), 
then watched W. E. Brown’s Linden Tree (106), 
veteran from Tanforan and Longacres tracks, 
go to the front at flagfall, stay there to the fin- 
ish. Alexander Pantages’ Lois Pan (3-y-o, 108), 
another western performer, challenged power- 
fully in the stretch, but lacked a neck of catch- 
ing the winner. Our Mae, the favorite, finished 
gamely, but could do no better than third place, 
a length behind Lois Pan, a head in front of J. 
M. Jones’ St. Stephens (107). The others, in 
order, were Try Some (105), Easy Sailing (115), 
Velociter (105), Sir Ridgway (3-y-o, 103), High

RUMORS FROM CALIENTE 

A flight shot to test the wind appears in ru- 
mors that the track at Agua Caliente may be 
reopened this winter, for the same sort of week- 
end racing that was conducted last yéar. The 
Mexican track was closed after an anti-gambling 
edict by the president of Mexico last spring. 
Former officials say that they have heard noth- 
ing about the reopening. 


END OF GUSTO 

Gusto, owned by L. T. Whitehill during the 
last months of his career, ran his last race at 
Narragansett Park November 15, breaking 
down so badly that his destruction was neces- 
sary. In 1982 Gusto was the leading money 
winner of his year, including the American 
Derby and Arlington Classic among his _ suc- 
cesses, and to the end of his life had won $151,- 
615. In 1933 he had made an unsuccessful in- 
vasion of England, later suffered tendon trouble. 
In his recent starts Gusto had monotonously run 
last or next to last. He was purchased last 
March from his breeder, M. L. Schwartz. Gusto 
was a son of American Flag and Daylight Sav- 
ing, by *Star Shoot.

CONSTRUCTION AT KEENELAND 


HEN the old Kentucky Association track 

at Lexington suddenly lost its identity as 
a race track and became a Government housing 
project, the new Keeneland track, the model all- 
sport-and-no-profit course being built six miles 
away on the Versailles Pike, gained an entirely 
new interest among the many horsemen who 
make Lexington their headquarters for a good 
part of the year. Given unexpectedly abrupt in- 
structions to vacate the old track immediately, 
they found the new course not quite ready to 
receive them, but discovered Keeneland literally 
buzzing with progress. Hal Price Headley, presi- 
dent of the Keeneland Association and pace- 
maker for the work now in progress, surprised 
a representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE by stop- 
ping long enough to furnish a few facts concern- 
ing the present status and future plans for 
Keeneland. 

After a period of rainy weather, construction 
work at the new track goes forward again at a 
rate which will see much of the heaviest of the 
work done in about 15 working days. Only a 
comparatively small section of the track, that 
immediately in front of the club house, remains 
to be graded, and work of setting the inside rail, 
which will be supported on steel posts set in 
concrete, is well under way on the back stretch. 
One chute is being added to the track, a four- 
furlong affair, which will give a one-furlong 
straightaway before reaching the slight turn 
into the main track at the head of the stretch. 
No attempt is being made to prepare the oval 
for galloping during the winter, since the surface 
wou'd be frozen on most winter mornings. Pro- 
vision will be made in the grading for a 40-foot 
sand track inside the rail, but this will not be 
put down at present. 

Four of the seven stables which are being 
erected well below the site of the grandstand are 
complete, and are very brave in their white 


paint and green fireproof roofing. The other 
three will be completed in about 10 working days. 
Each stable will contain 32 stalls, each 12 feet 
They are arranged 16 on a side, with 


square. 


a 12-foot passage running across the stable in 
the middle, cutting the building into two 16-stall 
blocks, eight on each side. A nine-foot shed sur- 
rounds the entire 32-stall section. At each end 
of the stables are four rooms, to be used for 
tack and stablemen’s quarters. These have con- 
crete floors. The stalls are build on rat-proof 
concrete foundations and all have two-section 
doors. 


Roadways are arranged in such a fashion that 
roads between the stables will each serve two 
stables, leaving the alternate spaces for walking 
rings, free from the necessity of automobile 
passage, of manure pits, and the like. All the 
stalls are wired for electric lights, and three 
hydrants will be placed in each stable. At the 
ends of the present row of seven stables, space 
has been provided for two more if necessity for 
their construction arises. A kitchen and black- 
smith shop are also under construction in con- 
nection with this group of stables. 

A second group, of six stables, will be erected 
near the entrance from the Rice Pike, and grad- 
ing for these is now in progress. It is near these 
that the water tank is being erected, after having 
been moved from its location near the club 
house, and the erection of the tank is nearly 
completed. With good weather, the track will 
be able to accommodate horses, with water and 
lighting provided, in two or three weeks. The 
horses may be galloped through fields around 
the track site. 

Concrete is now being poured for the base of 
the grandstand, which will be placed high enough 
to permit a well graded terrace down to the 
track. Specifications for the stand itself are 
already out, and bids will be called for on No- 
vember 30. The stand will be of stone at each 
end, the end walls pierced by three large arches. 
The columns in front will also be faced with 
stone. 

The stand will accommodate about 2,500. By 
way of comparison, this is 500 more than can 
be seated in the new Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders Association stand, and after purchasing 
about 1,500 seats from the old Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track, the Keeneland management will 
be forced to get about 500 more. A double row 
of boxes will run along the front of the stand,

will be added. 


Most of the remaining construction is already done, except that the steep green rooj 


in the central sections will be added to soften the effect of the stone construction. 
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67 in all and the arrange- 
ment is such that boxhold- 
ers will be given more pro- 
tection than at most 
tracks, in the matter of 
intruders, crowding, and 
the like. The extreme west 
end of the stand will be 
set aside for negroes. 
Under the west end the 
kitchen, restaurant and 
counter service, and bar 
will be located, with the 
remainder housing the bet- 
ting facilities. 

The totalizator which will 
be used has been contracted 
for with the American 
Totalizator Company, which 
furnishes the machines at

tracks. The board will, of 


course, be set in the infield. 

The room occupied by the electrical crew, bet- 
ting officials, counters, and the like, will be be- 
hind the stand. These, together with the section 
occupied by the ticket windows and cashiers’ 
windows, may be entered by a single door. Bet- 
ting facilities will also be installed at the top 
of the stand, largely for the convenience of 
ladies and others who do not wish to leave the 
stand to reach the betting ring beneath. En- 
trance and egress are well handled by large 
stairways at each end of the grandstands, open- 
ing from the aisle immediately behind the boxes. 


A large amount of work will be necessary for 
the construction of the saddling paddock. The 
stone-built double ellipse, designed for an indoor 
training track, immediately behind the club- 
house, will be torn down until only a single wall, 
abcut breast high, remains, and the enclosure, 
in which trees will be set out, will be used for 
saddling in good:-westher. A row of 24 stalls, 
on the track side of the oval, will be retained, 
and these will be used when weather conditions 
are unfavorable for saddling in the open. 

The entrance to the track from the Versailles- 
Lexington Pike will be moved slightly from its 
present location, eliminating the present turns 
from the road. A three-lane entrance is planned, 
two running in, one cut, while the stands are 
filling, with this plan reversed at the end of the 
day’s sport. An entrance to the stables, for vans, 
feed trucks, and other heavy vehicles, will be 
provided on the Rice Pike. 

Plans for a spring meeting are at present un- 
settled. but it is considered likely that the track 
will apply for dates in April, immediately before 
the opening of Churchill Downs. Opening date, 
as far as it can be predicted, will be about April 
11, with an 11-day meeting now being considered. 
No stakes program has been determined upon, 
but the proximity of the meeting to that at 
Churchill Downs makes it likely that a fairly 
rich race, for 3-year-olds, at slightly less than 
Derby distance, will be offered near the end of 
the meeting. 

TREACY PLANS SALE 

W. J. Treacy, of the Kentucky Sale Company, 
Lexington, announced Monday of this week that 
he would make arrangements to hold a sale at 
Tattersall’s, Lexington, during the Keeneland 
fall meeting of 1936. The sale, which would be 


a resumption of the auctions formerly held by 
the Kentucky Sale Company during the period 
of fall racing in Lexington, would be held in the 
evenings. The fall meeting at the new track 
prebably will be held during the latter part of 
October. 


KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION TRACK RAZED 


Barns came down with a rush at the old Ken- 
tucky Association track this week, as those who 
purchased them at auction held November 20 
and 21 razed them for transportation to new 
sites. Work of removing fixtures from grand- 
stand and clubhouse was nearly completed, when 
these structures also will be torn down. No 
complete figures for the sale are yet available, 
as a number of the seats, bought by the Keene- 
land Association, have not yet been counted, but 
the total is expected to run above $13,000. As 
was noted in last week’s issue, the grandstand 
proper, exclusive of seats, was sold to the Thur- 
man Wrecking Company for $1,950, and the 
clubhouse was bought by Stoner Ogden for $425. 
The barns were purchased by various buyers, 
the Keeneland organization getting five of them. 
Prices ranged from $100 upward. The barn oc- 
cupied by Auval Baker, the best on the grounds 
in the opinion of many, went for $425 to Roy 
Carruthers, who will rebuild it on one of his 
farms near Lexington. Seats in the grandstand 
were sold for 50 cents each, and will go to the 
new track at Keeneland. The Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders Association bought 20 pari- 
mutuel machines for $5 each, and 350 chairs for 
boxes went to Churchill Downs at 46 cents each. 
All the structures must be taken down within 
30 days from the sale, as the government hous- 
ing project will be begun immediately on the 
site. 

Money realized from the auction brings the 
total for the track to about $80,000, the real 


.estate itself having been purchased by the Fed- 


eral Government for $67,000. Taxes on the 
track amounted to slightly less than $7,000, in- 
cluding back taxes of about $3,300, and $3,100 
which was retained by the Government for the 
payment of taxes of this year. Other outstand- 
ing debts of the track included a note for $4,000 
to Hal Price Headley, who advanced that amount 
to pay the deficit in the fund for the Breeders’ 
Futurity, nominating fees for which have been 
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refunded. Other minor accounts and expenses 
will total between $1,500 and $2,000. Indebted- 
ness of all sorts will total between $12,000 and 
$13,000, it is believed, leaving something above 
$65,000 to be distributed among the bondholders 
of the track. The accounts of the track are far 
from settled, and no official estimate has been 
made, the above figures coming from unofficial 
approximations made by various officers of the 
track and of the bondholders’ committee. 

A number of pictures, including some by the 
famous Stull, were not sold at the auction, as 
officers of the sale believed their real value 
could not be obtained there. These will be sold 
at a later date. 


UPSWING IN KENTUCKY 

That racing in Kentucky appears to be coming 
back after the lean years of the depression is 
shown in statistics recently released concerning 
racing at Churchill Downs, Latonia, and Dade 
Park, the three Kentucky tracks which operated 
this year. There were 97 days of racing in Ken- 
tucky this year, with an average daily distribu- 
tion of $6,349.38 in purses. This figure repre- 
sents not only an increase of almost $1,000 daily 
over 1934, when racing was at its lowest in the 
State, but is also an increase of about $300 daily, 
over that of 1933. Comparison of recent years, 
beginning at 1931, follows, on a basis of average 
daily purse distribution: 


LADYSMAN, *POLYMELIAN SOLD 


Through E. J. Tranter, Cleaveland Putnam, of 
Vail, Ariz., on November 16 purchased from W. 
R. Coe the 5-year-old Ladysman, and from Hugh 
Fontaine the stallion *Polymelian, which Mr. 
Fontaine had purchased from the Coe dispersal 
sale a few days earlier. Prices were not made 
public. Ladysman, now training for another 
try at the Santa Anita Handicap this winter, 
will continue to be trained, and the sale was 
made on the condition that should the son of 
Pompey win the $100,000 race, 50 per cent of 
the purse, after expenses have been deducted, 
will go to Mr. Coe. 


BRADLEY’S GIFT 


It was announced in Lexington November 24 
that Col. E. R. Bradléy, philanthropic master of 
Idle Hour Stock Farm, had made a gift of $10,000 
for the purpose of giving Thanksgiving and 
Christmas dinners to orphans and crippled 
children in Kentucky institutions. For four 
years Colonel Bradley held a one-day race meet- 
ing at Idle Hour Farm for the purpose of raising 
money for this benevolence, but since the dis- 
continuance of the meeting he has made annual 
private gifts to the children’s institutions.

Among the numerous brood- 
mares lately acquired by Valdina Farms, only 
four will be left in Kentucky for the breeding 
season of 1936, the others having been shipped 
to Texas. The four, which are at the Brook- 
dale Farm of Thomas Piatt, near Lexington, are 
Chicsu and Slapstick, to be bred to Blue Lark- 
spur, and Ten Mile and Chemulus, booked to 
*Bull Dog. Ten Mile, like the dam of Cold- 
stream, *Bull Dog’s best get to date, is a daugh- 
ter of Sweep. 

William Hughes and Charles Huegel, of the 
staff of George D. Widener’s Erdenheim Farm in 
Pennsylvania, recently transferred four mares 
and six weanlings from Erdenheim to Kentucky. 
Three mares went to Edwin K. Thomas’ Timber- 
lawn Farm in Bourbon County. These were 
*Mycene by Sardanapale; Startle, by *Star 
Hawk; and Honeycomb, by Cudgel. Another 
mare, Rose Bloom, by *Chicle, was taken to Mr. 
Widener’s farm, the Old Kenney Place. All 
four mares are in foal to Hi-Jack, Mr. Widener’s 
young stallion which is gaining attention by the 
splendid promise of his get. On the return trip 
six weanlings were transferred from the Old 
Kenney Place to Erdenheim. These were a 
chestnut filly by Jack High—Mlle. Dazie (dam 
of Jamestown), brown filly by Hi-Jack—-Kawa, 
bay filly by St. James—Straightlace, brown colt 
by Blue Larkspur—*Titanite, chestnut colt by 
Jack High—Yankee Princess, bay colt by St. 
James—Atlantis.

FRENCH VICTORY FOR WIDENER 

HE Prix Thomas Byron, one of the most im- 

portant of the late-season 2-year-old fixtures 
in France, was run at St. Cloud November 11 
and won by Fastnet, a bay colt owned by the 
American sportsman Joseph E. Widener. Fast- 
net, ridden by G. Bridgland, finished the race of 
about 716 furlongs, two and a half lengths ahead 
of the second horse, Mieuxce, which was three- 
quarters of a length ahead of Zem Zem, third. 
Eight others ran. The winner, trained by Frank 
Carter, is a bay colt by Pharos (by Phalaris) 
out of Tatoule, by Alcantara II, second dam 
*Titanite, by Sardanapale. Tatoule was brought 
to America last year, bred to *Sickle, and re- 
turned to France. Fastnet has won three of his 
four starts this year. His previous victories 
were in minor races, but in the important Prix 
Herod he was third to Gong (rated the best 2- 
year-old in France) and Moody. 


AMERICAN-GWNED HORSES SOLD 

In a sale of horses heid by the Messrs. Tatter- 
sall at Newmarket October 30 were included 
several horses owned by American sportsmen. 
William Woodward’s Black Devil, winner of the 
Doncaster and Newbury Cups, brought 1,100 
and was purchased by R. Bennett. Mr. Wood- 
ward's Fresh Fox, a 3-year-old winner by Gal- 
lant Fox. and Bondsman, winner of the New- 
market Handicap, were both bought by Frank 
Hartigan, for 970 guineas and 820 guineas re- 
spectively. Black Devil and Bondsman are 4- 
year-old stakes winners by *Sir Gallahad III. 
Joseph E. Widener’s Autumn, 4-year-old son of 
*Stefan the Great, went to S. McGregor for 750 
guineas. 


END OF ENGLISH SEASON 

The flat racing season in England ended Satur- 
day, November 23, at Manchester, with the No- 
vember Handicap as the last important event. 
Winner of the 114 mile test was Ben Warner’s 
Free Fare, a 22-to-1 outsider which carried 116 
pounds. Lord Derby’s Thrapston (113) was sec- 
ond, beaten five lengths, and Lady Fitzwilliam’s 
Jesmond Dene (124) was third in the field of 
19. Under the weight-for-age conditions of the 
race, Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Twenty Grand 
would have been weighted at 125 pounds, but he 
was apparently among the withdrawals. Free 
Fare is a 7-year-old chestnut gelding by Werwolf 
(by Hurry On) out of Bachelor’s Fare, by Tre- 
dennis. 
DROP IN OCTOBER SALES 

At Saratoga in August, American yearling 
prices gained 27 per cent over the 1934 Saratoga 
average. At Doncaster in September, the cream 
of the yearlings raised in the British Isles aver- 
aged 1314 per cent under the corresponding sale 
in 1934 (which had shown a 50 per cent increase 
over 1933). At Lexington in November, the 
yearling average was 37 per cent higher than in 
1934. At Newmarket in October, according to 
exchanges which arrived recently, the yearling 
average for the First and Second October Sales 
together, was 101% per cent lower than in 1934. 

Totals for the First October Sales were 133 
head, sold for 27,371 guineas, average about 
206 guineas, as against 132 head, 25,274 guineas, 
and an average of 343 guineas for the cor- 
responding sales in 1934. At the Second Octo- 
ber Sales the number sold was 31 head, the 


money received 8,360 guineas, the average 270 
guineas; the corresponding figures for 1934 were 
34 lots, 6,371 guineas, average 187 guineas. 
Counting the two October sales together, the 
1935 figures were 164 head, 35,731 guineas, av- 
erage 218 guineas; the 1934 figures, 212 head, 
51,645 guineas, average 244 guineas. 

However, while the English market appears 
to be going down and the American market is 
still climbing, the English market is still on a 
much higher price level than ours. At Lexing- 
ton in November, yearlings averaged $468.54. 
At Newmarket in October, they averaged ap- 
proximately $1,114. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Richard J. Duggan, for 20 years the most 
prominent layer in Ireland, died at his home in 
Dublin early this month. 

In the Prix de Flore, a test for fillies at 11, 
miles, worth 25,000 francs, run at St. Cloud, 
France, recently, the winner was Medea, a chest- 
nut filly by *Teddy out of Relizane, by Clarissi- 
mus, and the second horse was Astronomie, a 
daughter of Asterus, son of *Teddy. 

The longest flat race in the world, the Prix 
Gladiateur, about three miles and seven fur- 
longs, run recenty at Longchamp (France), fell 
to Comte Olivier de Rivaud’s home-bred 5-year- 
old mare Dejazcomba, which was fourth in last 
year’s Cesarewitch. The winner, ridden by 
France’s champion jockey, “Togo’’ Johnstone, 
finished three lengths ahead of the good horse 
Revendi, which she was giving three pounds 
actual weight. Dejazcomba is a grey mare by 
Boscombe out of Dejazet, by La Farina out of 
Dame Marie II, by Alcantara II, third dam Diana 
Vernon, by Hebron. She derives her color from 
her sire, which is a son of Roi Herode-——Sospel, 
by Cyllene. 

The Australian Jockey Club Derby, 1!2 miles, 
decided November 5 at Sydney, resulted in a de- 
feat for the heavy favorite, Young Idea, best of 
last season’s Australasian 2-year-olds. The favor- 
ite was kept under hard restraint for some time, 
but failed in the drive. The finish was a dead 
heat for first place between Allunga and Homer, 
both of which are from parents imported from 
England. Allunga is a brown colt by Inchaquire 
(Marten—Jokes Aside, by Black Jester) out of 
Heliope, by Beppo. Both Marten and Beppo were 
sons of Marco, son of Barcaldine. Homer broke 
a fetlock joint in a subsequent start and was de- 
stroyed. He was by Swynford’s son Iliad, a good 
racer in England a few seasons ago, out of 
Quadrilateral, by Square Measure. 

Santorin, carrying the colors of the American 
owner Marshall Field, won the Liverpool St. 
Leger, 1%, miles, November 6. The son of 
Manna—Girandola, by Swynford, was an odds- 
on choice in the field of five. He won by a 
length and a half from Sir Abe Bailey’s Robin 
Goodfellow, which was conceding him 19 pounds. 
Lord Astor’s Portfolio was third, Lord Derby’s 
Fairhaven fourth, Miss Dorothy Paget’s Celibate 
last. 

John Hay Whitney’s unnamed 2-year-old bay 
filly by Manna—*Flying Fish, by White Eagle, 
won the Forest Selling Nursery Handicap at 
Windsor November 9, the same day his Double 
Crossed won the Valentine Steeplechase over the 
Aintree course at Liverpool. 

L. R. Aldridge, Australian breeder, recently 
called up London by radio-telephone and ar- 
ranged to purchase the 5-year-old stallion Law 
Maker from Lord Astor. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS 


RTHER notes, still more or less at random, 

on the pedigrees of the best 2-year-olds of 
1935. A few weeks ago I called attention to the 
fact that the name of Peter Pan occurs in the 
pedigrees of 10 of the 23 best juveniles of the 
year. I should have made it 11 out of 24, as 
I had intended to include Teufel (Diavolo—Vir- 
ginia L., by *McGee) in the list, but overlooked 
him at the end. Teufel’s sire, the good stayer 
Diavolo, is by Whisk Broom II out of Vexatious, 
by Peter Pan. Thus, with Teufel included, the 
Domin»-Ben Brush combination appears in the 
pedigrees of 16 out of the 24 best 2-year-olds of 
the season, an even two-thirds. 


The score of the Fair Play blood is five out 
of 24. The five are Postage Due (High Time— 
Postage, by Fair Play), Parade Girl (by Dis- 
play, by Fair Play), Ned Reigh (by Neddie, 
whose grandam was by Fair Play), Jean Bart 
(by Man o’ War, by Fair Play), and Grand 
Slam (by Chance Play, by Fair Play). The 
name of Golden View, full sister to Fair Play, 
is seen in the breeding of the good colt Gran- 
ville, a colt not vet “arrived,” but likely to im- 
prove. Granville’s second dam, Gravitate, is by 
Rock View, son of *Rock Sand and Golden View. 
As the current crop of 2-year-olds grows older 
there will be still other manifestations of the 
Fair Play influence, if history continues to re- 
peat itself. 

The famed Fair Play-*Rock Sand cross is in 
evidence as usual. Of the six horses mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph, each has a cross 
of *Rock Sand, with the exception of Postage 
Due, which has two crosses of Springfield, 
grandsire of *Rock Sand. Besides these, *Rock 
Sand also appears in the pedigrees of Tintagel, 
Maeriel, Snark, and Mags Mel. 

The name of *Star Shoot appears in four of 
the 24 “best’’ pedigrees. *Delphinium is by 
Blue Larkspur out of Multiflora, by Pennant 
out of Polyantha, by Broomstick out of Early 
Rose, by *Star Shoot. Postage Due, is by High 
Time—Postage, by Fair Play—Post Mark, by 
*Star Shoot. Little Miracle was sired by Bud 
Lerner, whose sire, The Finn, was out of a 
*Star Shoot mare. In each of these cases the 
*Star Shoot influence may be considered sub- 
ordinate to other powerful strains, but in the 
case of the Selima Stakes winner Split Second, 
both. the sire and dam are descended from the 
famous roarer. Sortie, Split Second’s sire, is 
out of Kippy, which is out of Seamstress, by 
“Star Shoot. One Hour, the filly’s dam, is out 
of Daylight Saving, daughter of *Star Shoot. 
On the score of apparent class, this is, I believe, 
the most successful instance of inbreeding to 
*Star Shoot. 

The name of *Teddy, sire of *Sir Gallahad III, 
*Bull Dog, etc., is rapidly becoming a staple 
item of pedigrees both here and in Europe. 
Though *Sir Gallahad III, he appears in the 
pedigrees of White Cockade, Tintagel, and Gran- 
ville; through *Bull Dog, in the pedigrees of 
Coldstream and The Fighter. In England and 
France, the daughters of *Teddy are making a 
great success as broodmares, and his sons are 
among the best stallions in France. 

The leading American lines tend to dominate 
the picture entirely unless there is a continual 
stream of the best stock in Europe imported 
to compete with them. The effect of the less- 
ened importations of recent years is seen plainly

in the pedigrees of this year’s 2-year-olds. 
There is, however, one foreign strain which has 
been gaining steadily in America in the last few 
years, namely, that of Spearmint. The name 
of that son of Carbine appears in no fewer than 
nine of the best 24 juveniles. As he is the ma- 
ternal grandsire of *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull 
Dog, he is in the five pedigrees already men- 
tioned. ‘ As the sire of *Chicle, he is seen in the 
breeding of Red Rain and Snark. He is also 
the sire of the third dam of Forever Yours, and 
of the third dam of Display, sire of Parade Girl. 
Curiously, the blood of Roi Herode is almost 
absent from this year’s best youngsters in 
America. The only trace of it is seen in the 
pedigree otf Forever Yours, whose dam is a 
daughter of Tetratema. 
CCASIONALLY some American breeder tells 
me he does not like to breed to a horse from 
the male line of *Rock Sand, because “they 
haven't done well.” I know that is a very easy 
way to decide for or against a horse, but I still 
think it is a poor way. The result of the last 
Melbourne Cup is interesting in this connection, 
During the last few seasons the Australian rac- 
ing scene has been dominated by a great horse 
called Peter Pan, whose sire, Pantheon, was by 
Tracery, son of *Rock Sand. Peter Pan dropped 
out of the picture in the great two-mile race this 
year, in which he had been handicapped at 146 
pounds, but the two horses which finished first 
and second were both of the Tracery male line. 
The pedigree of Marabou, the winner, is given 
below. The second horse, Sarcherie, is a 5-year- 
old chestnut mare by Archery, son of Tracery.

FRENCH BETTING LAWS 

Last summer the French government, hard 
pressed for revenue, upped pari-mutuel take-out 
from 11 to 15 per cent. Such bitter resentment 
was aroused that the Minister of Agriculture 
early this month announced a new modification 
of the rule, reducing the take-out limit. 

In an effort to offset the decrease in revenue, 
the government instituted new laws providing 
severe penalties for illegal betting. Persons who 
habitually place or receive illegal bets on horse 
races, or are connected therewith as intermedi- 
aries, are subject to imprisonment of two to six 
months and a fine of 1,000 to 10,000 francs. In 
addition to the fine, the guilty person must pay 
the government an amount in proportion to the 
amount by which the normal beneficiaries of 
pari-mutuel betting are determined to have been 
damaged. The law also provides rewards for 
citizens who furnish information leading to the 
collection of such fines and payments.

At a meeting of the Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion November 22, permission was granted to 
Felix Rando, suspended on a doping charge, and 
to J. D. Mikel, ruled off for running as a ju- 
venile horse which investigation was said to 
have revealed as a 3-year-old (THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
November 2, page 462), to sell at auction horses 
which were included in their suspensions. The 
sale of the Rando horses will be conducted at 
the New Orleans track at a date after November 
27. That of the Mikel horses, Zorana, Rizla, 
O'Neil, Russakan, Sad Knight, Scythe, John 
Bane, Crowned Head, and Dancing Boy, will be 
sold either at Arlington Downs or Epsom Downs, 
the sale to be conducted under the supervision 
of stewards at the track. Zorana was among 
the 31 horses which Mikel was allowed to sell 
last September, when suspended on a doping 
charge at Narragansett Park.

The pari-mutuel turnover at Narragansett 
Park on Labor day was $858,487. This was the 
third highest day's betting of the year, exceeded 
only by the $1,031,072 at Churchill Downs on 
Derby Day, and the $884,221 wagered at Pimlico 
on the day of the Preakness. 

The fourth race at Bowie November 22, an 
allowance race for 2-year-olds foaled in Mary- 
land, saw three colts by *Challenger II filling the 
placed positions. First and third were Ugin and 
Absconder, running under the silks of Brann- 
castle Farm Stable. Second was E. A. Christ- 
mas’ Wee Lad. *Challenger II stands at Brann- 
castle Farm.

The statistics published here account for first 
money in all races on recognized North Ameri- 
can tracks from January 1 through Saturday, 
November 23. In the list are 829 stallions, the 
sires of 5,604 winners of 15,080 races and $9,140,- 
047.50 in first monies, an average of $606.10 a 
race. The expansion of racing in North America 
this year may be judged from the fact that dur- 
ing the whole of 1934 there were 746 sires rep- 
resented by 4,988 winners of 14,225 races and 
$7,813,184 in first monies, an average of $549.24 
a race. Last year the total money distributed, 
according to the American Racing Manual, was 
$10,443,495. Estimating an additional 33 per 
cent for money won by placed horses other than 
the winners, it appears that a total of about 
$12,150,000 has already been distributed this

AMERICA’S NEWMARKET 


By H. S. FINNEY 


S is Saratoga to Doncaster so is Lexington 

to Newmarket. By comparison the Lexing- 
ton fall sales this year show up favorably in 
comparison with the last few at Newmarket, as 
far as a diversity of points of origin of buyers 
goes. We had at America’s Newmarket this 
year buyers from Honolulu, Walter Dillingham; 
from Texas, Woodward and Smith, chiefly; from 
California, Mrs. W. C. Van Antwerp, Charles E. 
Perkins, and Edward Janss, Jr.; from Arizona, 
Cleaveland Putnam; from Mexico, the military 
attache from that country’s legation at Wash- 
ington; from Porto Rico, Teodoro Viera (seek- 
ing mates for Rush Hour), and from Vancouver, 
B. C., Major Austin C. Taylor. These were but 
a few of those gathered around the ringside or 
ploughing through three days of rain and mud 
to see the horses of their liking before they 
entered the sales ring. It was significant to me, 
who have watched these sales for several years, 
that the hunter buyers were few and far he- 
tween at Lexington this year. It seemed that 
most of the buyers were those actively engaged 
in either raising or breeding for racing. Insur- 
ance men reported good business, a.sure indica- 
tion of good values. 

I did not get as much chance to see the farms 
as has been the case some other years, but some 
hurried visits were paid to a few of them in the 
line of business. At Idle Hour, Olin Gentry 
showed us old Black Toney, in remarkably fine 
fettle for a horse of his age and carrying the 
bloom of a horse half his years; Blue Larkspur, 
a bigger, more rugged sire of grand appearance; 
Bubbling Over, still the same smoothly balanced 
horse he was in his racing days, with the *North 
Star III look all over; Black Servant, sire of 
Blue Larkspur and son of Toney and combining 
the substance of the latter with the quality of 
the former; and Boot to Boot, a well turned 
sort, which is being given a chance at Idle 
Hour. The Bradley sires are kept in beautiful 
condition at all times. 

A visit to Display was made in the half-dark 
of the late afternoon but the light was good 
enough to show the bay son of Fair Play to be 
even better-looking than he was a year ago. His 
hair is in better shape and there is every look 
of the healthy sire, not over pampered. The 
iron limbs are sound as ever. With Display we 
saw *Swift and Sure, of the staying Swynford 
tribe, and one whose light has been dimmed by 
the proximity of Discovery's sire, and the Ger- 
man-bred *Axenstein, for sale now, one which 
has sired many a winner but no champions yet. 
A sound horse of good type and disposition he 
may go elsewhere and succeed. It has been my 
idea that too many foreign mares and not 
enough of the old native lines have fallen to his 
lot. 

At the Whitney farm the cynosure is the 
champion of our time, Equipoise, whose first 
stud season has started auspiciously with all 
but one of his mares in foal. The extremely 
well balanced chestnut, which would be hard to 
fault in any show ring, is in fine shape. He is 
in the transition period from the race horse to 
the stallion just now, but his tremendous mas- 
culinity is very evident. The Whitney sires are 
always in rugged condition and are never pam- 
pered. The others seen included the ancient 


Pennant, which has some promising weanlings 
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Saturday, November 30, 1935 


despite his age. *Chicle, of the unpleasant 
temper, is still hale, but age is becoming appar- 
ent while his young son, Whichone, is to fill his 
father’s place. Whichone is a real stallion in 
looks and manner. Boojum, ‘quintessence of 
speed and sire of Snark, is the victim of condi- 
tion which limits his covering to a few mares. 
He has the shape of the quarter-horse of the 
West and looks very well. Halycon was in his 
paddock and was not seen close, but one new 
acquisition did come out for close inspection, the 
bay Peace Chance, by Chance Shot, winner of 
the Belmont Stakes, leased from Joseph E. 
Widener. A _ powerful, lengthy, virile horse, 
standing on well placed limbs, and having plenty 
of quality, Peace Chance should suit the rugged 
mares of which the Whitney Stud has so many. 

A brief stop at Coldstream showed *Bull Dog 
to be in good fettle and looking every inch the 
great sire he is, while his neighbour, *Pot au 
Feu, whose stud career has not prospered lately, 
looks very well also. Dr. Baird tells me he has 
used “Pot” little lately, but will breed about 15 
American-bred mares to him next season, as he 
is sure that the nick of *Pot au Feu’s daughters 
from such mares will be ideal for *Bull Dog, a 
belief borne out by the records, as far as can 
be seen. 

Several miles off the beaten track for visitors 
is the sire which, by the force of the number of 
his winners, has compelled attention from those 
not disposed to give recognition to him as a stal- 
lion, this being Fred Burton’s chestnut flier Wise 
Counsellor, domiciled at Charles W. Black’s 
Silver Lake Farm at Frankfort. As a sire of 
early foot, Wise Counsellor has a unique position 
in our breeding structure, and I have often won- 
dered as to what the future holds for his daugh- 
ters as producers. A big, good-fronted horse of 
excellent disposition, and a good doer, the white- 
legged chestnut has a peculiar hock and hind 
pastern formation, while his tremendous quar- 
ters show whence the speed that beat *Epinard a 
dozen years ago in the first International Special. 
Lesser lights at Silver Lake are King Nadi, but 
for whose scratching from the Derby of 1925 
Flying Ebony probably would not be enrolled as 
a winner of that classic. King Nadi is a fine, 
lightly built horse which gets a few winners 
from his very limited mares. Charles Bach- 
arach’s Playtime is also at Silver Lake for a 
chance 4s a. sire. 

Of the stallions at the Shoshone Stud, now 
dispersed to Virginia, Texas, and Arizona, much 
has been written and all I would add is that I 
believe Osculator to be cut out for a spiendid 
sire, for a better lot of weanlings by a sire in 
his first season it was never my lot to see before. 
It is to be hoped that Osculator will have a real 
chance in the Lone Star State. 


MORE FOALS THIS YEAR 


Indication that the number of foals of 1935 
would run ahead of that of previous years ap- 
pears in a statement made by Fred J. E. Klees, 
registrar of The Jockey Club, quoted by Charles 
Hatton in the New York Morning Telegraph. 

The high mark in foals came in 1931, when 
5,305 were registered. Succeeding years have 
shown a decrease, as there were 5,234 in 1932, 
5,145 in 1933, and 4,833 in 1934. Registrations 
for foals of 1935 are running well ahead of those 
of last year, Registrar Klees said, and added, 
“I look for a substantial increase, but I don’t 
think it will go as high as 7,000.”

PRING and autumn fixtures at Liverpool are 

such popular and enjoyab'e gatherings that 
it is amazing that other executives do not follow 
the example of the Aintree company and stage 
mixed programs of fiat, hurdies, and ‘chasing 
events. In other respects also the Liverpool 
executive gives a lead. Courtesy to owners, 
trainers, press, and distinguished visitors is some- 
thing of a rarity on race courses in our tight 
Jittle island, but the Aintree officials make an 
effort in this direction, and they are well re- 
warded for the trifling attentions shown to their 
guests. I think this is one reason why wealthy 
American owners are such lavish patrons of 
Liverpool racing. It did not escape notice that 
three of the four steeplechases run over the 
ccurse at last week’s meeting were won by 
sportsmen from the States. G. H. Bostwick’s 
Castle Irwell won the Grand Sefton ’Chase, J. B. 
Snow’s Delapaix, the Molyneux ’Chase, and J. H. 
Whitney's Double Crossed the Valentine (ama- 
teur riders) ’Chase. 


It is generally conceded that the main attrac- 
tions at the mecting are the jumpers, whose ef- 
forts are so critically followed with a view to 
discovering Grand National talent. In a period 
marked by a pronounced dearth of top-class 
steeplechasers it goes without saying that many 
of last week’s performers are destined to take 
the stage as aspirants for the blue riband of 
steeplechasing next March, but if Castle Irwell, 
and the steadily progressing Delapaix and Double 
Cressed be excepted, there seems no reason why 
the connections of the “kig  three’—Golden

Miller, Reynoldstown and Ready Cash 
become over-anxious. 

One thing certain. The brothers Anthony 
(Iver, Jack, Owen) along with Mr. Furlong and 
the Waltham trainer Beeby, appear to possess 
an odds-on chance of training the Grand National 
winner between them. During a chat with Owen 
Anthony the information was forthcoming that 
this latest addition to his team, Golden Miller, 
was particularly well and as forward as desired. 
Already the stable boys down Wantage way see 
visions of another Music Hall triumph. 

In gaining a ready victory in the Grand Sefton, 
Castle Irwell was responsible for a repetition of 
the safe jumping which enabled him to win the 
Molyneux last November and subsequently lead 
the field a merry gait in the National until 
crumpiing up at the Canal fence the second time 
round. Discussing incidents of the Sefton with 
Danny Morgan, the jockey agreed that but for 
a couple of slovenly leaps at plain fences Castle 
Irwell’s display was free from blemish. Morgan 
would be delighted to renew acquaintances with 
the 7-year-old next March, but can do so only 
if circumstances prevent that brilliant American 
Cerinthian, “Pete’’ Bostwick, from paying his 
annual visit to England. As at present arranged, 
Mr. Bostwick and his wife leave the States early 
in January. 

After the Molyneux Steeplechase several en- 
thusiasts went into raptures over the promise of 
Delapaix, a hitherto unreliable and_ erratic 
jumper in public but brilliant on the home 
gallops. On this occasion it must be admitted

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that Delapaix never appeared to put a foot 
wrong, inducing one well known Irish breeder to 
remark, “‘That’s another Troytown!” 

This remark his companion ridiculed and truly 
it appears to be an over-bold assertion. I would 
prefer to view the accomplishments of Delapaix 
from another angle and award the major share 
of the credit to Jack Moloney, a born horseman, 
whose effort in the saddle was _ perfection 
reminiscent of Jack Anthony in his heyday. If 
we have a more capable present-day rider over 
the formidable Liverpool country than Moloney 
it has not been my good fortune to see him in 
action. Possessing a beautiful seat and knee grip 
and natural stirrup length of leg, Moloney’s quiet 
style and judgment of pace transmit confidence 
to his mounts, which rarely fall. This was ap- 
parent in the case of Delapaix, which soared al- 
most a yard over every fence just as did Troy- 
town, and although only lying third to Pencraik 
and Teme Garter, represented an odds-on chance 
a mile from home. With ordinary fortune Dela- 
paix will go far. He is young, robust, and a 
hearty feeder, with bold and accurate jumping 
his strong suit. His National day may eventually 
arrive, but only in the event of Moloney deciding 
to ride (an unlikely contingency) could I con- 
sider the claims of the 6-year-old. 

It is betraying no secret to state that Maloney 
has already arrived at the conclusion which in- 
mate of the Waltham stable is best fitted for 
the forthcoming Grand National. This is Ready 
Cash, which Maloney assures me is now as sound 
as a bell of brass, has thrived enormously as 
the result of a summer holiday in the spacious 
paddocks in the heart of the Quorn hunting 
country, and is destined for a successful season. 
Judged on his best form Ready Cash comes out 


at least 12 pounds superior to Royal Ranson 
rated 13 pounds behind Golden Miller last March, 
so that it is the easiest of tasks to estimate the 
merit of Beeby’s charge. 

In winning the Becher Steeplechase, the one- 
time [rish point-to-point celebrity Belted Hero, 
a rangy bay, ideally cut for Aintree, demon- 
strated that he is now a capable ’chaser quali- 
fied to compete in the highest company. Even 
so, his latest display was far from flawless. Sev- 
eral obstacles came too soon for him and when 
one anticipated Lord Penrhyn’s horse putting in 
a quick one, he preferred to reach for the fence 
a dangerous practice at Aintree. 

If Mrs. Ambrose Clark’s short-coupled Flying 
Minutes (just a plodder and not a patch on the 
same owner’s Kellsboro’ Jack) could have pro- 
duced that vital little extra speed on the fist, 
the Becher verdict would have been reversed. 
This is a considerable stretch below National 
form, particularly when a little calculating ef- 
fort indicates that Belted Hero will be weighted 
as only a few pounds inferior to Reynoldstown. 

Double Crossed overcame several surprisingly 
bad blunders early on to defeat weak opposition 
for the Valentine, but I am inclined to regard 
Mr. Whitney’s horse as a likely Grand National 
hope. Settling down following his lapse, Double 
Crossed, under the guidance of H. Jones, an 
amateur seldom seen in the saddle and by no 
stretch of imagination a Mr. Thackray or Mr. 
Walwyn, met every succeeding obstacle in the 
manner of a sessonal campaigner, and, like 
Delapaix, was an assured winner a considerable 
way out. One of the sturdy type, it is not gen- 
erally known that Double Crossed has a 100 per 
cent record over the trappy Aintree country, 
where he has run and won thrice, his “bag”

pion Steeplechases. In the capable hands of 
Jack Anthony it is no remote contingency that 
Double Crossed will train on into another 
Thomond II for his popular owner. 


Unable to recover a vestige of his true form 
following a gruelling contest in the last National 
it has been decided to retire Thomond II from 
the turn. Both owner and trainer are to be 
complimented on arriving at so important a de- 
cision so early and giving it broad publicity. 
Ante-post speculators, particularly those across 
the oceans, will vastly appreciate the news, since 
a fit and fancied Thomond II would have rep- 
resented an automatic public fancy next March. 


Chief of the races on the flat at the Aintree 
meeting was the Liverpool Autumn Cup won by 
that staunch supporter of the Turf, Lord Glanely, 
with the lightly weighted 3-year-old colt Em- 
borough, a son of Gainsborough who was bred 
at the National Stud and was now doing some- 
thing towards recovering the 1,500 guineas 
which Lord Glanely paid for him as a yearling. 
Ably ridden by the 15-year-old apprentice W. 
Wing, who had been second in the Cambridge- 
shire on Man’s Pal, Emborough won by a short 
head and a length from the Cambridgeshire 
failures Plymouth Sound and Heavy Weight. 
Twenty-two ran, the largest field for the race 
for many years. 

Mr. Strassburger’s 4-year-old Boethius recov- 
ered the Cambridgeshire losses when scoring in 
the Grosvenor Cup, a mile handicap which he 
won also at the corresponding meeting last year. 
Boethius, a son of Dark Legend, must have soft 
going, and he was admirably suited by the con- 
ditions last week. He scored by a length from 


Sir Abe Bailey’s 3-year-old Zingaro, which 
started favorite. If the Hon. George Lambton 
can keep the colt sound, we may be thinking of 
Boethius as a Lincolnshire Handicap candidate. 
Finalist, third in the Cambridgeshire, was to 
have run for the Grosvenor Cup, but he rapped 
a leg in his box overnight and was not saddled. 


Felsetta, a daughter of the Derby winner 
Felstead, won the Liverpool Autumn Foal 
Stakes by a head for Mr. Hollingworth, a new 
patron of the Manton stable. A much more im- 
pressive 2-year-old than Felsetta, however, is 
the runner-up, Lord Derby’s colt Isca, which 
was making his first appearance on a race course.
